Reduction of Illiteracy In America 
will be dlaruaaed for the Aral time 
as a subject at a national conference 
of representatives of educational 
movements, to be held In Washington 
Jan. 11—14. The American I-cgion 
will be one of the principal bodlea 
participating and one of three spon¬ 
soring organisations. 

According to the Legion's view- 
point, education la the keynote of 
American dilscnshlp. Hndlnga of 
the war. out of which the Legion was 
born, allowed an alarming condition 
of Illiteracy In aU aectlona. When 
(the census taken of 1920 reported 
tbit nearly 5.000.000 men and women 
were unable to rend and write, the 
rltliena began to realUe what the 
soldiers had learned, when comrades 
at tholr aide had to be taught the 
meaning of the almple commands, 
forward and balL 

The United Stales stands eleventh 
in Illiteracy among the enlightened 
nation* of the world, yst we apeak of 
It as a naUoo of enlightenment and 
progress. If nearly ES percent of the 
men drafted for the World War eould 
neither rend nor write, na war records

I. The war wu- not wnu by the 
uniformed service, alone Capital and 
labor performed services unlv* mall; 
recognized to ne n* patriotic und nec¬ 
essary to victory as the urriCN of 
soldier*. Men were legally exempt 
from military duty nn that assumption 
anil were assured that ther rendered 
the greater service to their country 
by remaining uiuirt from the armed 
force* as member* nf the great 
Industrial army which supported the 
lighting forces. 

5. Eqiul service was not equally re¬ 
warded. There was r great dlscrcjv 
ancy In pay between those In uniform 
and the civilian war worker and w»r 
conlrnclor—between the m< mber* < f 
the fighting forces and those of th • 
Industrial force*. Thi* dUproporilnr- 
aie puum m Increased the mst of the I 
war by several bllflon dollars. To 
pay this cost a national debt has l» > u 
Incurred. 

3. The returned roliller U bearing 
his share of the bnrden nf paying off 
thin debt, which wo* lontracted for 
the prosecution ol a war which 
yielded i-nnrmous sum* In Increased 
wage* and profit* to those who stayed I 
at home, but imposed a distinct rco- 
nomlr handicap on the soldier. 

4. The soldier asks no reward for 
Ills »■ rrires while In uniform. Hut 
returning home, he n*k* that. In pro-, 
vldlng for hlnisell ami hi* family and 
In bearing his share of Ihe national 
debt, he be given economic equality 
with the man who stayed at home 
The soldier has not had this equality 
In cause of the superior economic 
pn.itiun attained during the war li> 
those who did not go. 

5. Therefore a debt ts owing, and 
some adlustmcnt of (oai|*-m>uiion or 
equalization of economic value I* 
due the soldier to holuncc the scale 
In the daily economic struggle be¬ 
tween him und his competitor who 
did not fight and by reason of that 
fact was able in Improve his economic 
position at the expense of those who | 
did light.

A solemn-faced and sad^yed man. 
swarthy of complexion and wearing 
a while turban, comes as he recalls 
from the book, "M. K. Gandhi—A 
sketch of his life and career". 

The man Gandhi la a shadow-name 
which echoes confusedly In our ears 
a menacing unrest among India's mil¬ 
lions. and carries with It the vague 
knowledge that this sober fellow, with 
the slight chin and determined moulh 
was nol long ago thrust Into prison 
as the great leader In the .Nationalist 
Non-Cooperative Movement of India. 

The name Gandhi recalls to onr 
mind the unrest among three hundred 
and twenty millions of the world's 
people. America Is vitally Interested 
in a movement affecting so large a 
part of the world's population.

HE RELIES ON HIS MEMORY 


Blind Student In California High 
School Recites After Hearing 
Lessons Read. 


Twelve years in school and has nev¬ 
er seen a textbook. That ta the record 
of Leroy Calvin Hendrick*. a student 
In the University of Southern Cali¬ 
fornia high school, who lias been 
blind slure blrih. 

Calvin waa graduated from gram¬ 
mar school In UKN). Thera were two 
other blind atudeou In bla daee and 
the trio shared the distinction nf be¬ 
ing th* flrat blind students to be grad¬ 
uated from a public school west of 
Chicago They used Ih# Hrallle sys¬ 
tem while studying their textbook*, 
but recited wltb tha other students 
who could see. 

Since his entrance to high school 
throe years ago Calvin has not uaed 
the Braille system. except for taking 
class notes. Ilia mother reads oil of 
bis lessons to him and b# relies upon 
hla memory for hta class redtalloaa.
